Bad Fate of a Young Girl at Atlan- 
tic City. a 


Girls’ Devotion and Pluck—Touching 
Incident at a Seaside Resort. 


By Telograph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., July 25.—A touching 
and sad drowning accident took place here this 
morning. Two inseparable school-mates, Maggie 
Mason and Nellie Rosenberg, each just fourteen 
years of age and frem Philadeiphia, who have 
deen for some weeks here, went bathing in the 
surf, though neither could swim. About twenty 
minutes before eleven o’clock aloud cry of fright 
and agony attracted the attention of the groups 
of spectators on the upper side of the ocean pier, 
ana about two hundred feet out from the water’s 
edge, and some twenty-five or thirty feet north of 
the pier, and in full sight of the crowds of help- 
less spectators, a pair 

OF WHITE ARMS 

were thrown up against the back-ground of a 
breaker and two female forms were struggling for 


life. A moment later only one was to be seen. 
At the same moment a male voice 
shrieked loudly and despairingly for aid, 
so it was at once thought that there were three 
human beings battling for life m the waves. A 
man's head was seen momentarily emerging from 
the wayes and going under again as he utter 
choking cries for assistance. He seemed utterly 
unable to help either himself or the drowning 
giris, Michael Bradford, the life-guard, ran up 
from his station, some hundred yards below, and 
swam out to the spot where | 

THIS AWFUL TRAGEDY 
of life and death was being enacted. Passing the 
struggling man, who was told to help himself, but 
who still continued to cry out, Bradford reached 
the girls, but not until one of them had sunk 
for the third time, and this was Mag- 
gie Wasson. When Nellie was seen to 
throw up her arms the first time, Maggie was 
making frantic efforts to go to her assistance. 
Neither of them, as stated, was able to swim, but 
by paddling desperately with their hands and 
Keeping their faces towards each other, they were 
lor a lime enabled not only to maintain their 
heads above water, but to keep near each other 
in the terrible battle of life and love, Maggie 
utiered no cries, but fighting desperately a 
the waves was turned completely on her back by 
a breaker, She still resolu:ely struggled in the 
hope that both might be saved, and even that 
she might save her playmate from the cruel sea. 
Bradford reached her as

and with his burden came ashore. Maggie was 
then hurried to a neighboring booth, where every 
known restorative was applied and graduaily the 
colc: came into her cheeKs, her lips partedand 
the word Nellle“ came faintly to the ears of 
tho assistingin the good work.

DESMOINES, lowA, July 25.—An armed and 
masked mob of about flity determined men sur- 
rounded the jail at Harlan, the county seat of 
Shelby County, at an early hour yesterday morn- 
lug. and, at the point of the pistol, compelied the 
jailer to surrender W. H, Purdy, alias Hardy, one 
of the two desperadoes who, on the 10th inst., 


murdered Mr. R. L. 8 the Polk City mer- 
chant. The mob arrived at the jail between two 
ana three o’clock. and went to work at once with 
a regularity proving that the whole affair had 
been carefully arranged. Thev found it neces- 
sury to threaten Jailer Watkins with instant 
death if be rerused to surrender the keys of the 
jail. Having secured hese, they tied the jailer, 
and went at once to Hardy’s cell. Tue prisoner 
showed no fear. A part of the same'rope with 
which the jailer had been tied was thrown around 
Hardy’s neck and he was led forth to execution.

who are now employed in other capacities in the 
offices of these railroad companies, to go 
back to the keys in the event of trouble. 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter met one of the gen- 
tlemen who had been approached by Mr. Ham- 
mond. He said from what the latter stated, he 
thought that the railroad men would either go out 
or be called towards the end of this week, or the 
beginning of the next. He also said that he 
thought Mr. Hammond Knew the exact date, but 
the latter gentiemen would not say anything 
about it. 

MANAGER BROWN 

Was seen at the Western Union office at 1 p. m. 
He said that affairs were progressing nicely and 
that everything was in a most satisfactory state.

t is stated in yesterday’s Post-DIsSPATCH that in 
in 1870 the salaries paid operators varied from 640 
to $145 per month. Also that the salaries before 
the present strike ranged from 0 to $85 
per month; that there were three opera- 
tors in the city iting $95 — month 
five getting $85. probably a dozen getting 878, and 
the great majority getting from $40 to $50. It was 
also stated that by means of a ‘sliding scale,’ 
salaries were always being lowered without any 
actual cut being made. Now, I will show you the 
actual figures, not any guesswork of mine, or 
anybody else, but the figures, jnst as they come 
from the pay-rolls.

Very strangely the blocks soonest affectea by the 
low state of the reservoir are those nearest to it, 
as the elevations are high. The splendid section 
of the city, Known as the Lafayette Park district, 
has suffered from an insufficient supply every 
summer for five years. The block bounded by La- 
fayette, Minnesota, Geyer and Mississippi av- 
enues has an elevation of 164 feet, and has been 
without water practically for a week. A main fed 
by the reservoir runs along Jefferson avenue, from 
Lafayette to the Vulcan Iron Works in Caronde- 


let, where it terminates. The end of the pipe 18

Formerly every neighborhood had its own sprink- 
ler; but the spirit of monopoly asserted itself 
some eight years ago, and the usual consolidation 
followed.

In the territory north of Washington avenue the 
Schureman Brothers alone roll their artificial 
shower baths about, while south of that line the 
St. Louis Street Sprinkling Company roam su- 
preme. The proclamation of the Mayor called 
upon the street sprinklers to cease operations 
for ten days. Although looked upon in the light 
of a public calamity, the majority of people in the 
city were content to look upon the order as one of 
—＋ necessity, and were prepared to withstand 
the discomfort for a few days. Early this morn- 
ing, however, Mr. Joseph, president of the St. 
Louis company, called upon R. M. Foster, bis at- 
— with the statement that it would be im- 
possi le to comply with the terms of the proclam- 
ation without serious loss to the company, as sev- 
eral of his heaviest patrons had notified him that 
the company would be held to their contract, 
notwithstanding the proclamation. It is 
customary with some of the larger business 
houses, in contracting for sprinkling, to demand 
u bond for the taitnful performance of the work. 
The Southern Hotel Company, to whom a bond of 
$2,500 is given. and the William Barr Dry Goods 
Company were two of the principal objectors this 
morning. Ten days’ continuous dust at a time 
when the doors and windows of a great dry goods 
house like Barr’s are open, will entail a damage 
to goods of $1,000 daily.

THE CITY’S WASTEFULNESS.

Will you permit a citizen to meet the prociama- 
tion of the Mayor urging economy in water, with 
a recommendation that he pay some attention to 
its waste in the city department themselves.

HIS LAST SWIM. 


Captain Mathew Webb Drowned 
in Niagara Rapids. 
Another Extraordinary Feat Announced 
—How the Bold and Daring Swimmer 
Met His Fate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, July 25.—Capt. Matthew Webb, the 
noted English swimmer, was lost in the Niagara 
whirlpool rapids this afternoon, It had been ad- 
vertised for several weeks that he would attempt 
to go over the course whichthe Maid of the Mist 
raninher trip to escape an attachment many 
years ago. No craft but this one ever survived 
the perils ot that terrible channel, and no human 
being, save her crew, 

. EVER PASSED ALIVE 
through the rapids. Captain Webb and his bust 
ness manager, Fred Kyle, of Boston, left Buf- 
fale this morning and spent most dt the day 
at the hotels about the falls, taking but a 
cursory survey of the rapids. At two o'cloek the 
press representatives and others immediately in- 


terested were informed that the captain would en- 
ter the river at four o'clock. The number of vis- 
itors was small, there being not more than five 
hundred scattered along the banks to witness the 
hazardous undertaking. The failure of the rail- 
road companies and hotels to codperate with him 
rendered the enterprise a failure financially. It 
was precisely four o’clock when Capt. Webb 
SPRANG FROM HIS BOAT, 

about a third of a mile above the railroad. suspen- 
sion bridge and close to the old Maid of the Mist 
landing. He was entirely nude, save a band worn 
around his body for the protection of his stomach.

ARBITRATE! 

The Chicago Board of Trade has adopted 
resolutions calling upon the striking tele- 
graphers and the telegraph companies to ar- 
bitrate their differences. This is timely ad- 
viee and should be seconded by the country. 
The companies have proven their inability to 
take care of the business of the country, and 
yet this business must not be permitted to 
suffer. i 

We are believers in arbitration in every 
difference of this sort, because, in a measure, 
both parties are wrong and both right, The 
striking telegraphers have not, perhaps, had 
either the hours or the pay they deserve, but, 
on the other hand, they no doubt are asking 
more than they expect to receive. Both sides 
should make concessions. 

Now that the business of the country has 
been brought to such a state of organization 
that the telegraph is vital to it, a private 
squabble as to the number of hours opera- 
tors shall work or shall not work, or a differ- 
ence of ten or twenty dollars a month in 
their pay must not clog the wheels of the 
commerce of the country. 

By all means arbitrate, and let the West- 
ern Union Company begin by recognizing 
the right of its employes to organize peace- 
fully and honorably for the protection and 
maintenance of their interests.

THE COMING SUNDAY. 

Our Police Commissioners have yielded to 
the earnest importunities of Gov. CRITTEN- 
DEN, but very properly decline to lend 
themselves to a partial and one-sided en- 
forcement of the Sunday laws against a par- 
ticular line of business and for the annoy- 
ance of a multitude of good and orderly elti- 
zens. They correctly assume that each of 
the positive statutes regarding the observ- 
ance of a day of rest is as mandatory as any 
one of them, and they have ordered the po- 
lice to report to the Prosecuting Attorney of 
the Court of Criminal Correction all viola- 
tions of the Downing Law or of either of the 
statutes relating to Sunday observance. This 
order exhausts the powers and discharges 
the whole duty of the Board in that con- 
nection. The result must depend on the 
courts and juries that try the offenders. 

If the saloon men strietly obey the Sunday 
features of the law, for a time at least, as it 
is understood they will do to escape fine and 
forfeiture of license, it will require but little 
time to fill the docket with more cases against 
other Sabbath breakers than can be disposed 
of in years. This will give the courts a 
chance to evolve a complete code of rulings 
as to what are “household offices of daily 
necessity, or other works of necessity or 
charity ;”’ whether, for instance, the modern 
Sunday newspaper is so indispensable to hu- 
man life that nobody can teil how the world 
got on without it till very recently; whether 
necessity or charity requires street-car com- 
panies to work their poor mules, drivers and 
conductors seven days in the week and fif- 
teen hours a day for six days’ wages. 

In the meantime a voluntary observance 
of the law by saloon-keepers will enable us 
to estimate how much society, murality or 
publie order gains by closing the beer gar- 
den and the better class of saloons and com- 
pelling drinkers to resort on Sunday to rural 
picnics, club arrangements and private 
whisky bottles, instead of quaffing the cool 
lager where flowers bloom and music’s sooth- 
ing strains mingle with bird-songs and the 
gentle voices of women and children, 


IMPEACH THEM. 

The Seven members of the City Council 
Wo are blocking the wheels of the Munic- 
ipal Government in their effort tochoke the 
Mayor into a surrender of a part of his pat- 
ronage are conspirators against the public 
weal. The city charter very foolishly gives 
the Mayor a four-years’ term of office when 
he should have but two, and it gives him 
more power and patronage, perhaps, than 
should rightly belong to him. Itis his duty, 
however, to appoint certain officials and the 
Council’s duty to confirm or reject. Seven 
members of Council have entered into a com- 
vact, regardless of politics, to control all ap- 
nointments. They say to the Mayor, Per- 
mit us to name a portion of the officials to 
be appointed, separately and individually, 
or unitedly we will reject every man thet 
you name for an office.” 

This is the attitude of highwaymen. The 
Mayor refuses to be dictated to. He says: 
“Contirm the good and reject the unworthy.” 
Meanwhile the business of the city is being 
neglected. Everybody about the City Hall is 
kept in a state of expectancy, and now the 
seven conspirators who are demanding offices 
for their special friends are preparing to go 
through the farce of impeaching the Mayor 
for not standing and delivering. The Globde- 
Democrat is supporting the Seven because 
it is a party to the compact, and wants a 
little of the pork itself when the smoke- 
house is broken open, The Republican is 
keeping silent, because one of its office-hold- 
ing drones, who has been pensioned on the 
city for some time, has been ignored by the 
Mayor, The Post-Dispatcu is the only 
free, independent and disinterested journal 
ntne city in matters of this kind, and it 
says plainly to the so-called Solid Seven that 
that this school-boy foolishness has gone on 
about long enough, The Mayor ts in the 
main right in the position that he has taken, 
and he will be indorsed, 7

And last, but not least; we impeach the 
Silly Seven at the bar of public opinion for 
the idiotic attempt to impeach the Mayor for 
not doing precisely what the Seven consplr- 
ators declare he shall not do. We shall ex- 
pect a verdict of guilty on each count.

HERE we arein midsummer with a water 
famine on our hands. Our Compton Hill 
reservoir has a capacity of 60,000 gallons, 
and to-day it contains less than 12,000, The 
pumping ‘machinery at the water-works is 
not equal to the task assigned it. For sever- 
al years the city authorities have been face 
to face with this problem. They have been 
talking about new engines and new pumps, 
and considerable money has been doled out 
for this purpose, In aboyt a month, we are 
told, a new engine will be in operation. 
Meantime the sprinkling carts are to be 
stopped, the garden hose furled and the mu- 
sical fountain hushed. The man who bathes 
occasionally will feel that he is robbing 
some poor human being of the water neces- 
sary to cook his dinner or wash his shirt, and 
he will refrain, We are ali to be given over 
to dirt, dust and disagreeableness generally 
because the men who are paid to look after 
the city’s necessities in the water line are 
incompetent, while the people upon whom 
they depend for authority are simply stupid. 
Don’t forget these facts. 


Capt. MatTHEW WEBB, the modern LE- 
ANDER who swam the English channel a 
few years ago, and whose aquatic feats en- 
titled him to the claim of “champion swim- 
mer,” lost his life yesterday attempting to 
buffet the waves of the whirlpool rapids be- 
low Niagara Falls. The Captain wanted no- 
toriety. The fame that he had was entirely 
too limited for him. He invited the railways 
centering at Niagara Falls bridge to run ex- 
cursion trains to the place to give the people 
an opportunity to see him swim the whirl- 
pool. It was to be another BLoNDIN per- 
formance—the railways dividing their prof- 
its with the exhibitor. The railways de- 
clined to enter into the seheme and so the 
Captain concluded to show the world what 
he could do at his own expense. He has lost 
his life—provided the story of his adventure 
is not an advertising dodge—and we are 
moved to remark with the blessed Scriptures, 
that he has died as the fool dieth.““ 1s

Ex-Gov. TuHos. SwANwn of Maryland is 
dead. Twenty-five years ago he was a pow- 
er in his small State. He represented a Bal- 
timore district in Congress for several terms, 
was Governor of the State and president of 
the B. & O. Railroad. About four years ago, 
though then about seventy-five years of age, 
he married a highty fashionable lady of 
Princeton, N. J. She plunged inte society, 
spent his money lavishly and drove him al- 
most crazy. He separated from her and re- 
tired to his old farm at Marven, Loudon 
county, Virginia. His mind soon after gave 
way and the world lost its interest in him. 
In his day Gov. SWANN represented the se- 
cession sentimentin his State, and if he 
could have had his way Maryland would 
have united her fortunes with the Confeder- 
acy at the very outset. He was not a strong 
man intellectually, but he managed by his 
physical vigor and radicalism in politics to 
secure a big following.

Our Representatives Regard Its Local and 
Tributary Interest as the Basis for Manu~ 
facturing Industries Brown County.

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Hiawatua, Kay., July 21.—As easily, rapidly 
and unconsciously as youth glides through man- 
hood into old age, do the political, industrial, 
commercial and economic industries of our coun- 
try exhibit the phases of transposition. Within 
a score of years many errors in each have been 
peremptorily summoned before the bar of public 
criticism, examined carefully and honestly in the 
light of truth and conservative education, and 
been abolished; removing thereby serious Fe- 
straints to our rapid advancement and greatest 
prosperity. 

As we are not proposing at this time to discuss 
this broad question in its relations to our political 
economy as a whole, but only in its bearings upon 
the factors which compose the intimate relation- 
ship between product and consumptive demand 
upon the one side and capital with artisanship 
upon the other, and classified as our manufactur- 
ing interests, we desire to add another to the 
many illustrations given in the Posr-DISsrATCH 
to sustain the position that, as a principle ad- 
mitting of but few exceptions, the products of our 
country should be sublimated where they are pro- 


duced, thereby giving the greatest remuneration 
to the producer with the least cost to the consum- 
er. 

THE GREAT WEST AND SOUTH 
furnishes the wool, ides, beef, 
pork, mutton, barley, 
tobaceo, lead, Eine, a numerous 
orher products, besides the gold and silver Ww 
coin the money te pay for them. They are not 
only producers of these elements of wealth for 
export east, but are necessarily, to a certain ex- 
tent, consumers, and it is a pertinent question to 
ask where and by whom have their cotton and 
wool been converted into fabrics? their hides into 
boots and shoes? their wheat into flour? their 
surplus corn into starch, hominy, ete.? and on 
through the category. Nor is it less pertinent to 
ask, as all these products are the elements of our 
national and individual! wealth, who, by the pro- 
cess cited, have accumulated the fortunes? Is it 
ihe producers? No, Is it the manipulators or 
manufacturers? Yes, The agitation aud gonsid- 
eration of this subject has planted cotton mills in 
the South; is building the finest flouring mills iv the 
country at Minneapolis, and is dotting the Western 
country wi. wogien mills, merchant and custom 
flouring mills, packing-houses, creameries, can- 
ning establishments, furnaces, eic. 

These, by their success, are demonstrating the 
fact thal the capital and skilled labor should be 
forced from thejr Eastern retreats to the fields of 
production, by a competition which they cannot 
ignore or cope with. 

INSTEAD OF BORROWING MONEY, 
we should acquire that position which will enable 
us to say to our Eastern friends; We have a large 
surplus of preauct to sell you for cash; but if you 
buy our beef, it must be in the quarter, shipped 
in reirigerator cars; if you want our hogs, they 
will be in smoked meat and barrels; our hides you 
must buy in boots and shoes; our cotion, in the 
bolt or piece; our wool, in cloth, blankets and 
yarns; our surplus corn, in staren, hominy, aleo- 
iol, ete.; our Wheat, in flour; and with all we pro- 
oem become the money-makers by its sublima- 
tion. 

Many sources of wealth exist in this little city, 
from which we write, in Northern Kansas, and if 
to-day, they had the net profit from 
their own products which has been 
realized by those who never saw the coun- 
try or perchance heard of it, they would be glad, 
100, to loan their surplus at a low rate of interest. 
Hiawathahas already a three-run flouring mill, 
creamery, Vinegar factory and marble works, but 
these are only a titue of what is needed here, and

Their grocery stores 
are supplied with cauned goods put up in Ohio, 
New York and Maryland, while truly better fruits 
und vegetables are wasting every season in this 
county than were ever put into these cans, A 
canning establishment here would Keep this 
movey at home and convert product into casb. 
They are sending between 615,000 and $20,000 a 
8 East for twine—and the farmers are burning 
heir flax fibre yearly, for want of hatchels, rope- 
walks and twine-mules, Would it not pay to en- 
gage in this enterprise here? Starch manu- 
factured in New York and hominy in 
Ohio are supplied by the merchants here 
to the farmers, which ou a comparative valua- 
lion with the corn they raise and sell, 
gives the manufacturer over one hundred per cent 
profit. Somebody who is skilled in these industries 
should take the hint and hie for Hiawatha, There 
is not a foundry or machine shop in the county, 
et a glance at the tributary interests mentioned 

low will reveal an unusualiy good opening. A 
pork-packing and beef-canning business here 
upon a scale adapted to the supply of stock and 
consumptive demand, would pay at least thirty 
per cent net upon the investment.

The volume, when ready, will be about 
once and a half as large as the anuual repoit of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, and will not touch on 
any subject handied in the latter, save that of 
freights. The circulars will be issued in a aay or 
two, and the answers are expected to be in by the 
15th of September. An exhaustive comparison of 
the business of St. Louis, as it contrasts with 
ail the other large cities of the Union, will be a 
distinguishing feature.

A SOCIAL MYSTERY. 


The Invisible Wife of the Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington. 
Washington Post. 


Ever since the Chinese Minister brought 
his wife to this country, the people of Wash- 
ington have been possessed with a morbid 
curiosity to see her. But, though she has 
resided here many month their curiosity 
has long gone unsatistied. When she first 
arrived, the wives of the diplomats and some 
uf the feading ladies of society cailed upon 
her, but, of course, she could not see them, 
as it is contrary to Chinese custom for the 
ladies to show themselves to the public. The 
minister and his secretaries go about so 
much that, from being as at first great curi- 
osities, they have become quite common- 
place, and no longer attract attention. But 
the desire of the ladies to know what Mrs. 
Cheng Tsao Ju looks like has not subsided. 
People in passing the _legation resi- 
dence generally cast their eyes up at 
te windows in hopes of seelüg her, but 
they have always been disappointed, or 
if they saw the lady on these occasions, they 
mistook her for one of the secretaries or the 
minister's little nephew, and remained unsat- 
isfied: A few evenings ago, however, the 
minister came out of his residence just at 
thehour of dusk, when it is most difficult to 
distinguish features, accompanied by one 
ene by a casual observer wight have been 
taken fora Chinese vouth, and got into an 
F street car, where a Post reporter chanced to 
be seated. The reporter might have be- 
stowed upon them no more than a passing 
glance, had not the light of the car lamp 
failen-upon the face of the minister’s com- 
panion and revealed features which could 
have belonged to none but a woman. Every- 
body in the car noticed this at about the 
same time and all eyes were fixed upon Mrs.

LABOR NOTES, 


All the glass factories of the country have 
now shut down for repairs or vacation, an 
will not resume untila month or six weeks 
hence. 

Mr. Fell, the State Labor Inspector of New 
Jersey, estimates that 3,000 children will be 
thrown out of empldy ment by the new child- 
labor law of that State. Paterson, with its 
silk and cotton factories, participates largely 
in this number. i 

There is a probability that the coal miners 
of Illinois, lowa, Missouri and Ohio will 
again strike before long. They insist on 3 
cents per bushel for mining, while the large 
majority of them get only three cents at 
present, a difference of fifty to seventy-five 
cents per day. 

The bulk of the Illinois coal miners who 
recentiy struck have gone back to work at 
three cents a bushel for mining. The coal 
miners of Lowa have effected a State organi- 
zation, and have called it Amalgamated As- 
sociati n of tne State ofluwa. The places 
of the white strikers in the coal mines at 
White Breast, Iowa, have been filled bya 
hundred negroes. 

A successful case of settlement by arbitra- 
tion is reported from Ontario, Canada.

A MORNING BLAZE, 


Fire in the Basement of a Clothing Store. 

At 9:45 this morning a fire-alarm was turned on 
at box 14, on the corner of Fourth and Pine streets, 
caused by the appearance ofa stream of smoke 
issuing from the basement of the clothing store of 
A. Kahn, No. 16 N. Fourth street. At first the 
smoke came up through the grate ig front of the 
store. In afew moments it increased vastly in 
volume and began to pour forth in hot jets from 


every chink and crack and every opening leading 
to the basement of the clothing store as weil as 
the fruit store of Ginochio Bros.,, next door’ These 
who were aware of the combustible quality of the 
material upon which the fire had to feed were 
very much alarmed. The basements under 
both stores are connected by a large open passage 
and both are occupied by the fruit dealers. The 
one under the ciothing store has been, for 

ears, used as a piace of storage for empty fruit 

oxes and thousands of them. were heaped there, 
all smashed to pieces. In this debris; which 
tilled the apartment nearly to the ceiling, the fire 
originated. The cause is a mystery. There was 
no fire in the building at the time that could pos- 
sibly be communicated to this apartment. There 
is no opening into the street by which a lighted 
cigar or anything else, firecommunicatiug could 
— thrown to the place where the fire had its be- 
ginning. , 

The passage from the dry goods store leading to 
the scene of the fire is in the rear, about 140 Feet 
from the street. From the fruit store it is reached 
only through the passage connecti the two 
basements. The spot where the fire Rad its ori- 
gin is, so far as can be ascertained, about thirty 
leet from the front, and it is more than that dis- 
tance trom any other opening through which fire 
could be communicatea to it. Everytody was 
puzzled as to the cause and the proprietors of the 
stores expressed themselves as unable to advance 
any other theory than 11 combustion. 

Six engines were atthe scene very promptiy 
alter the alarm was given and an im- 
mense crowd filed the streets and occupied 
the stone stairways and pavement in front of the 
Court-house, drawn thither by the great cloud of 
smoke that enveloped the fronts stores, 
and drove their occupants into the street. Three 
streams, two from the front and one from the 
rear. were soon brought to bear upon the heap of 
fruit-boxes, but, fora time, with little effect, 
Tearing their way through the heap of rubbish 
that formed a barrier between them and 
the fire, the men in front, working na Volume of 
smoke which appeared to be half flame, at last 
succeeded in bringing their nozzles to bear upon 
the fire, and in a jew minutes brought it udder 
ome. The chemical engine was then brought 
iuto use and the flames were smothered in a few 
minutes. 

The fruit dealers had 600 boxes of lemons in the 
adjoining basement, which will be damaged to a 
considerable extent by tue heatandsmoke. What- 
ever damage was done iu the dry goods store was 
caused eutirely by smoke. The under part of the 
floor and its supports suffered sevefely, and it is 
probable that it will have to be replace by a new 
one in the dey goods store. The damage is fully 
covered by insurance, 

Ginochio Brothers estimate the damage on their 
fruit at 8250. A. Kahn puts the damage to his 
stock of ary goods at $1,000. The damage tothe 
building will not exceed $500. :
